Following is the report of A. 
Tomlinson, city auditor, of the 
afiairs of the Edmonton Protes- 
tant Public School District for 
the year ending December 31, 
190}, which was presented to 
the: Board at a meeting early 
this week. 


The Chairman and Trustees

School District. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentiemen: 


Herewith I] beg to hand you 


Statements for the fiscal year 


ending December 31st. 1904, 
which I think will accurately and 
explicitly explain the financial 
status of the district. 

It will be seen by the state- 
ment of Revenues and Disburse- 
ments that there hasbeen received 
$23522.04, to which must be 
added the Government grant due 
inDecember last but not yet paid, 
estimated at $2000.00, making 
in all a_ total 
$25522.04. 


Revenue’ _ oof 


There was expended for 
operating expenses $20392. 33 
and a capital expenditure of 
$3144.61 which amount augments 
the capital balance, having been 
expended in providing assets of 
a permanent nature, leaving as 
a credit to the ensuing year a 
revenue balance of $1985.10 
which | think is a very satisfac- 
tory result. 

I have also appended a state- 
ment of expenditures made under 
Bye-Law 4 which provides for 
the borrowing of the sum of 
$44,000 on the debertures of 
the district, to be expended in 
the corstruction of a brick school 
house and other improvements. 
The said debentures haye been 
hypothecated to the Imperial 
Bank of Canada and the sum of 
$2200.00 obtained thereon, of 
which amount there has been 
expended $2a(i13.79, leaving a 
balance of $180.21 standing to 
the credit of this special fund at 
the Bank. 

It will be noticed | have con- 
structed the balance sheet in two 
sections. The first setting forth 
the current assets, and labilities, 
and secondly the capital assets 
and liabitities, which assets are 
of a permanent character and 
have been paid tor out of the 
yearly revenue or by the sale of!

Quartz.--Persons of eighteen sears 
and over and joint stock companies 
trolding free miners’ certificates, may 
obtair entry for mining location. 

A free miner's cartificate is grant- 
ad fe: ofe or moré ye2rs, net excead- 
ing five, upon payment in advence 
of $7.50 per annum for an pndivi-

A free miner, having .diseovered mi- 
nera!l in place, may locate a claim 
1,500 by 1,500 feet by marking oat 
the same with two lega! posts bear- 
ing location notices, one at aach 
end of the line of the lode or vein.
